nent relief can be expected

Very soon crop money will come back
more freely but any easing in rates Just
now would apparently facilitate gold ex-
ports which have already begun en a
small scale so it is evident there are no
largo sums In sight for stock market
purposes and as this is the key to the
eituuMon the prospect for an active
buying movement is somewhat remote

The Presidents message was well
received His utterances oa trusts
tariff currency and other questions
were about what were expected sad had
DO Offset upon the stock market TIle
prospects of any of his recommenda-
tions being acted upon during this ses-
sion of Congress are very remote The
trust question seems likely to bring on
a prolonged struggle the issues being
too numerous and complex to admit ot
nasty or radical legislation

As to currency the chances of early
action desirable as that may be are
very remote There Is a keener appre-
ciation of Ifee necessity of curreney re-
form of experience
and a clearer idea ot what legislation Is
most needed but the clash of opinion
between the advocates ot different meas-
ures is almost sure to prevent action
during this session of Congress In fact
no important legislation is antlcipat
this winter so the stock market ought
to be comparatively free of disturbances
originating in Washington
